Sandra Kay Beddow, a 19- 
year-old Allen resident, was 
found strangled to death in 
Rowlett Creek in far north 
Plano on April 26. She was 
last seen at an all-night 
party in Richardson a day or 
two before. 
Then, there was 14-year- 
old Carol Marie Anderson of 
Dallas, 
whose 
badly 
decomposed body was found 
by some fisherman near 
Melissa in north Collin 
County. She had last been 
seen by her mother in Dallas 
late one night when she sent 
her to get a package of 
cigarettes. Her body was 
found with a small-caliber 
bullet hole in the back of the 
head. 
The third victim is yet 
unidentified, but she also 
had been shot once in the 
back of the head w ith a small 


caliber weapon. The skeletal 
remains were found last 
week in the Blue Ridge Park 
area on north Lavon Lake 
and area dental records are 
still being searched in an 
effort to determine her 
identity. 


Currently, 
the 
only 
description available is that 
it is a girl between 16 and 18 
years of age, Caucasian, and 
between five feet and five 
feet, two inches tall. Deputy 
Abbott reveals the Dallas 
County Medical Examiner’s 
Office is still working to get a 
better description. 


The fourth victim, whose 
skeleton was found by a 
hunter Tuesday evening 


near the deserted Princeton 
Speedway, was identified by 
personal effects as 29-year- 
old Elvalda Joy Gann of 
Dallas, who was last seen in 
early April at the home of 
friends. 
“Right now, we’re going to 
run down every clue we have 
in this (Gann) case and see 
what we can come up with,” 
Chief Abbott stated Friday 
morning. 
“I imagine it’s 
going to be pretty slow, 
though, because we’ve got a 
lot of legwork to do. In the 
meantime, we’re hoping that 
dental records will turn up 
the identity of the other 
victim so we’ll have more to 
work with in that area,” he 
added.

A 16-page staff report and 
a three-inch-thick bundle of 
exhibits released this week

Presidents Roosevelt, Harry 
T r u m a n , 
D w i g h t 
Eisenhower, John Kennedy, 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
and 
Richard Nixon. 
The committee also heard 
testim ony that the late 
Attorney G eneral Robert 
Kennedy 
authorized 
a 
“trial” telephone tap on 
Martin Luther King Jr. in 
1963 under pressure from the 
FBI, which feared the civil 
rights leader was influenced 
by Communists. 
Courtney Evans, former 
assistant FBI director in 
charge 
of 
the 
Special 
Investigating Division, said 
the authorization was for 
only 30 days. But evidence 
obtained ea rlier by the 


committee showed the FBI 
bugged, w iretapped and 
tried to intimidate King until 
his assassination in 1968. 
The staff report said 
“political abuse of the FBI 
and by the FBI has extended 
over the years through

Risky experiment 
v/ may save chair 


By Pally Cramer 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I would like to know how to remove 
a stain from my chocolate brown plush chair cushion. I 
believe it is from a soft drink spill but am not sure. Since 
there are no cleaning instructions on the chair I dare not 
experim ent. I have the cushion turned upside down but 
if another spill occurs on that side I would feel like tur­ 
ning the entire chair upside down in em barrassm ent. — 
OLIVE. 
DEAR OLIVE — Since you are not sure about the 
stains anything tried will be an experiment as different 
stains require different treatments. Assuming this to be 
a soft drink spot I would suggest sponging with cold 
water, but do not let water seep through to stuffing. 
On non-washable items such as your chair rub 
detergent into stain and fabric. Rinse. Sponge with 
alcohol to remove any remaining detergent and also to 
help fabric dry quicker. Do test first for effect of alcohol 
on fabric as it could cause the color to run. There is a 
band of fabric under the cushions, around the edges, of 
most chairs that is a good place for testing. On acetates 
use two parts of water to one of alcohol. When dry brush 
up the nap. 
Remember this will be an experiment and is done at 
your own risk since you do not know the fabric content 
nor are you sure about the cause of the stain. I have

Charlie Daniels likes a lot 
of things. He likes the 
Tennessee hills east, of Nash­ 
ville and Red Man chewing 
tobacco and Acme cowboy 
boots and extralarge blue 
jeans. He likes playing his 
guitar — a 1958 Les Paul 
Gibson — best of all. 
“Yeah, I enjoy playin’,” 
he says. “Wasn’t for bein’ 
gone from mama and the 
baby, I’d do it all the time. 
But music’s secondary to 
them.” 
Since Daniels and his hot 
Southern rock band spend 
about 250 days a year on the 
road, doing one-nighters in 
every conceivable kind of 
town and city (they put 8,000 
miles on their new bus in the 
first three weeks they had 
it), you might say music is 
just barely secondary. 
Charlie Daniels’ music is 
in 
the 
mainstream 
of 
Southern rock: powerful, 
rhythmic and built around 
long, 
jazz-like 
im­ 
provisations. The voice is 
strictly another instrument 
and regardless of the effort 
put into lyrics, they rank 
behind lengthy solos and the 
overall driving sound. 
Southern bands enjoy jam­ 
ming with one another — and 
this 
intramural 
cross- 
pollenization 
has distilled 
the music, until it resembles 
the fine Tennessee sippin’ 
whiskey of which Daniels is 
so fond. 
And although the Charlie 
Daniels Band is not the most 
well known of the Southern 
bands 
(that 
honor likely 
would go to the Allmans), it 
does seem 
to occupy 
a 
pivotal position. 
Witness Daniels’ famous

Family Time Bombs 


In Primary 
‘Scoop’ Seeks Illinois

northwest M issouri town, 
doesn't even need a cue stick 
to run the table—it's all in 
his front paws. 
The one-year pool veteran 
is a shaggy black 2-year-old 
poodle named after the 100- 
person com m unity. 'H e's 
owned by Kenneth and Lois 
Woods, 
29-year

residents, and they admit 
it's their fault the dog 
dominates the coin-operated 
pool table in one corner of 
their small country store 
"I got him started by 
putting one ball on the table 
and rolling it 
into the 
pocket,” Woods says. "I kept 
putting him up there and he 
just sort of got interested.” 
Now Chief Iatan stands 
against the Woods bedroom 
door at 7 a m. some mor­ 
nings and “ barks until we 
get the q u a rte r," 
Mrs 
Woods says The Woods live 
behind their store, so the 
walk to the cash register 
isn’t far. 
"A nytim e 
you 
get

quarter out, he gets real 
excited and runs around in a 
circle,” Mrs. Woods says. 
Then the serious business 
begins. Woods racks up the 
colored balls and Chief Iatan 
makes his break with a swift 
kick to the cue ball placed at 
the opposite end of the table 
The small poodle lopes 
around to the scattered 
balls, pouncing on them to 
sink them or batting them in 
with a variety of trick shots 
as he hits the cue ball around 
the table.

season since 1939. 
The Aggie-Hog battle is 
usually waged in early 
November, but this year it

was pushed back at the 
behest of the television 
wheels in hopes that it might 
be of a more than slight 
interest. 
“ No one has done much 
against them all year,” said 
A rkansas 
coach 
Frank 
Broyles. “Our players will 
have to play a super game to 
win. Our players think they 
can win. And if you don’t 
think you can win, 
you 
shouldn’t be out there.’’ 
A&M’s ruthless defense 
has allowed only 175 yards a 


game this season, easily tops 
in the nation. 
In last week’s 20-10 victory 
over Texas, the Aggies 
surrendered 179 yards to a 
team that had scored more 
points per game than any 
other club in the country. 
And Texas A&M has not 
left an impression just on 
Texas. 
“It won’t be much of a 
co n test,” 
said 
Baylor 
quarterback Mark Jackson, 
who last season was getting 
ready for a Cotton Bowl 


appearance himself. 
“The Aggies will be so 
high that you could not 
flatten

against Rice last year (in the 
game which clinched an 
undisputed conference title 
for the Bears). 
“There was no way we 
were going to lose that game 
and there’s no way the 
Aggies will lose this one 
now.”
